In reply to the Restriction Requirement mailed November 16, 2007, Applicants 
elect Group I without traverse, and the species Babesia canis. Although this species is 
not included in the Examiner's species list, it is abundantly clear from Applicants' 
specification that this is the species from which the sequence Bc28.1 was originally 
derived (hence the B.C. abbreviation in the protein's name). Also the description is full of 
references to this as the preferred species; see for instance in the application as published 
by the PCT (WO 2005/012343): the figure on the frontpage; page 4 lines 1-3; page 5 
lines 1 1 - 24; page 8, line 29 - page 9, line 3; page 9, lines 22-23; etc. Claims 1, 2, 4-5, 7- 
15 and 19-21 read on the elected invention.
